EQUIPOISE A SUPER SIRE — Equipoise, with only 36 performers, was the leading American sire of 1942. In 
his brief stud career he sired only 34 colts, some of which never raced. Among them were four winners of over 
$100,000. Equipoise to date has had only a few grandsons to race but already two of them are the second and third 
largest money winners of the world and 1947 may see them first and second. 


MAN O° WAR A SUPER SIRE — Man o’ War headed the American sire list in 1926. His failure to lead the 
sire list oftener was only because he had less horses racing than the leaders. In 1928 he was second on the list, 
beaten by $4,000, but he had 41 performers while the leader had 55. In 1925 he had 21 performers and was $22,000 
short of the leader with 64. In 1929 and 1937 he was second on the list but the leader’s greater percentage of per- 
formers exceeded the difference in earnings. Man o’ War’s sons won all the leading American races and the English 
Grand National and his son, War Admiral, has headed the sire list. His blood is already in the pedigree of three of 
the world’s four leading money winners. 


EQUISTONE’S DISTAFF LINE — Ajax and Meddler (twice leading American sire) were never beaten. Ajax 
sired Teddy. Meddler’s sire won the Derby and Ascot Gold Cup and his first three dams each won the Oaks. Mary 
Seaton appears in the pedigree of Blandford and is by Isonomy, out of the great race mare Marie Stuart, best racer 
of her year, winner of the Oaks and St. Leger in which she defeated that year’s Derby winner Doncaster. Mistress 
Penn was by Hampton, progenitor of the Hyperion line, out of Lozenge by the unbeaten and seven times leading sire 
St. Simon out of Cognisuance, a full sister to the triple crown winner Lord Lyon, and to Achievement, winner of the 
1,000 Guineas and St. Leger and conqueror of that year’s Derby winner, Hermit, in their two meetings. Cognisuance 
was by the “Emperor of. stallions,” Stockwell, out of Paradigm (dam of Paraffin, etc.), half sister to Bend Or’s dam. 


EQUISTONE’S RACE AND SIRE RECORD — Equistone won 13 races, including Tamiami Handicap, six fur- 
longs in 1:104%. He was bred to a few mares his first season in stud, and sired 3 two-year-olds of 1946. Of these, 


2 won at 2 and the other ran third. The only yearling by him sold at auction in 1946, a filly, brought $11,000.

To all students of Thoroughbreds, in- 
eluding this one, there are few things more 
yeenly relished than articles by Salvator, 
who is unsurpassed in the depth and range 
»{ his learning, as well as in his unfailing 


joleration for those who know less than 


he but who still do not accept all of his 
conclusions. 

These comments are intended more as 
, continuation of the discussion on con- 
formation than as a full-dress debate de- 
signed to show that Salvator is wrong in 
contending that the tall, short-bodied 
horse is a sprinter rather than a stayer. 

In Tue Bioop-Horse of January 11, 
Salvator took issue with the observation 
this intruder had made earlier that horses 
of extreme speed over short courses are 
asa class higher behind. Perhaps the 
same point can be made through a slightly 
diferent approach: Most pronounced stay- 
ers are markedly higher in front. Hence, 
een though a sprinter is the same height

higher in front, he is in comparison with 
the staying type, relatively high behind. A 
photograph of Son-in-Law, a great stayer, 
and founder of the greatest modern fam- 
ily of British stayers, will help to confirm 
this point. 

Salvator also touched on the anatomy 
of other animals such as greyhounds 
(speedy, with long legs), foxhounds 
(stamina, with short legs) and mentioned 
that “naturalists unite in the assertion 
that the fastest of all living quadrupeds 
is the deer” (long legs). 


But What About Predators? 


This statement is open to some ques- 
tion. For the predatory carnivores, such 
as lions, cheetahs, and hunting leopards 
are largely dependent for their food on 
their ability to catch and pull down ani- 
mals of the deer-antelope families.

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He Started Out 
At $15 a Month 


The Greentree Stable, for years an im- 
portant factor in winter racing, has a new 
trainer for its Florida division. Saddling 
Greentree’s horses at the Florida tracks 
is George Strate, a horseman of more than 
forty years’ experience. How many more, 
Strate refuses to say. 

Strate has to his credit one of the most 
fabulous Thoroughbred sales in Turf his- 
tory. Before World War I and some 
thirty years prior to the present horse in- 
flation, Strate was training for John H. 
Rosseter, who maintained a large breed- 
ing farm in California. 

Rosseter commissioned him to buy some 
breeding stock, particularly Friar Rock, 
from John E. Madden, then the Turf’s 
leading Thoroughbred breeder, for his 
West Coast establishment. Strate de- 
parted for Kentucky and in a short time 
had come to terms with Madden for the 
stallion. While negotiations were going 
on, Strate’s sharp eye had been “casing” 
the Madden stock. There was a weanling 
he wanted very much. Casually, and in an 
offhand manner, he mentioned the young- 
ster, and Madden included him in the sale 
for $2,000. 

The weanling was subsequently named 


Inchcape. Two years later Rosseter sold 
him to Rancocas Farm, then at the height 
of its glory, with Sam Hildreth as trainer, 
for a reported $130,000. Inchcape (Friar 
Rock—Rose of Gold, by *Top Gallant) 
was winner of the Tremont Stakes and 
other races. 


Strate was born in Louisville and ran 
away from an orphanage at 14 to come 
on the race track. He loved horses and 
they didn’t have them at the orphanage. 
Vaguely, he thought he might become a 
jockey, since as a small boy he had occa- 
sionally driven his father’s horse and 
buggy in the regular neighborhood Sun- 
day races. 

Before long young Strate decided that 
training and not riding was to be his niche.

However, around the turn of the century 
trainers were not made overnight. They 
came up the hard way, after years of 
working around stables. Usually they had 
to prove themselves first with their own 
horses. Strate had no money to buy one, 
so he got himself a job as a groom at $15 
a month. Out of this he saved enough 
money to buy cheap horses for racing at 
fairs in Ohio and Indiana. 

Those he could buy were not much, and 
he sold the first few after rather slim sea- 
sons at the fairs. But he learned a lot on 
these excursions and soon became foreman 
and later assistant trainer to “Boots” Dur- 
nell. The latter had such confidence in 
the ambitious young man that he sent him 
to Kentucky with his good colt Elwood. 
Strate took care of the final prepping of 
Elwood and saddled him for the Derby, 
which he won in 1904. He also trained 
Staretor, second in the 1941 Derby, and 
Agrarian, third in 1934. 

After Elwood’s victory Strate began to 
go places on his own. He trained Rosse- 
ter’s horses for many years*until the Cali- 
fornian retired from racing. He is one 
of the large, though exclusive band of ex- 
Willis Sharpe Kilmer trainers, and also 
conditioned George Wingfield’s Nevada 
Stock Farm horses. This was one of the 
more prominent outfits in the West in 
the 1920s.

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Racing’s Opportunity in the Field of Human Relations 


‘ racing, as in politics, the current trend is toward put- 
ting restraint upon the workman who insists on some- 
thing. Having sold labor the stuff to make it drunk with 
power, We NoW propose to punish it good and proper. We 
are going (we think we are going) to hang upon it such a 
ball and chain that it won’t be able to run about shooting 
up the routine of things and keeping honest people awake all 
hours of the night. 

This is easier said than done, and easier done, perhaps, 
than justified. 

The apparent routine of alternating between license and 
restraint in dealing with workers, and especially organized 
workers, leads toward fixing in the minds of most persons 
the conception that labor is somebody else—a group of peo- 
ple set apart, not communicated with, except in tense and 
hostile negotiation. 

On the race track, as elsewhere, this feeling of separate- 
ness is plain. On the occasion of two or three strikes, or 
threats of strikes, we have asked trainers what their own 
employes were thinking, or were likely to do. “They didn’t 
know. ‘The men didn’t talk to them about such things. 
The workers, on the other hand, not having been asked, 
hesitated to talk with their employer, and, more than likely, 
simply concluded that he was one of the opposition. 

So profound is this feeling of oppositeness and conflict 
that there is even a Federal restriction which prohibits direct 
contact and discussion between employer and unionized 
employe. 

Under the circumstances the relationship between worker 
and employer must be that of captor and captive, the as- 
cendancy depending upon the victories of the moment. 

More than anything else we need here a feeling of one- 
ness, or at least of mutual responsibility and trust. And this 
feeling is quite impossible under present conditions. 

It is just possible—certainly the possibility is worth con- 
‘dering—that racing has the opportunity now to make an 
important experiment in the field of human relations. 

At this moment we are at something of an impasse in 
the matter of bonus payments to grooms and exercise boys. 
Long postponed, this vexing case has tremendous possibili- 
ties for harm, and—as is always true when people leave off 


Postponing and stand up squarely to an issue—-tremendous 
possibilities for good. 


However, resolved, or in whatever state left, the ques- 
tion leads us back to a larger and more basic need: we must 
have, not occasional adjustment by force, but continuous 
contact and understanding. 

It is difficult for Americans to resist doing what is fair, 
once they understand what is the fair thing to do. The 
system under which we now operate precludes understand- 
ing because it precludes contact. 

Is there, then, some race track in America which is will- 
ing to make the experiment of trying to achieve contact and 
understanding with the men who feed the horses, muck out 
the stalls, walk the hots, and sleep in the stables? 

Is there a race track so adventurous in the exploration of 
human relations that it is willing to set up in, or adjacent 
to, its stable area a building of considerable size and some 
distinction for the amusement, entertainment, health, com- 
fort, and, to a limited degree, the housing of the men who 
work in the stables? —_Is there a track so confident of these 
men that it would be willing to budget a sum for the oper- 
ation of such a building and to help them work out a plan 
under which they would be responsible for its proper man- 
agement and operation during racing meetings? 

If there is such a track, it may possibly do more toward 
solving the labor problems of the backstretch than all those 
which resolve firmly to keep the worker “‘in his place.” 

Workers, of course, will respond to money. It is essen- 
tial. In these days it will be found dangerous, if not almost 
impossible, to reduce their incomes materially. But they 
will respond far more to physical evidence of a sincere recog- 
nition of their importance, not merely as workers, but as 
individuals. They will respond most of all to an assign- 
ment of responsibility. “Through group activity, in co-opera- 
tion with management, they will learn to co-operate. 

The success of such an experiment would not, of course, 
be a lead pipe cinch, as the race trackers say. But the 
chance of success would be worth a determined effort, sus- 
tained through difficulties. Among all spectator sports, 
racing is far and away the leader in the field of policing. 
In America as a whole, it should become a leader in the 
field of labor relations. The suggestion made above is not 
necessarily the surest way—let better ones be found, by all 
means, insofar as possible—but'it is specific. We must begin 
to get down to cases.

Best Horses of a Notable 


Year in French 


Racing 


American horsemen are showing an increasing interest in 


the performances of France’s best horses. Here, translated 
from an article by its Paris correspondent, THE BLOOD- 
HORSE presents a quick rundown of the 3-year-olds of 1946. 


Horses of other ages will be accounted for in a continuation of 


this article, to be published next week. 


Paris 

The year 1946 will be remembered as 
a notable one in the annals of the French 
Turf. To their brilliant-performances on 
home soil the best products of several 
crops of foals added a splendid record 
abroad which has shown that French 
breeding, though cruelly tried by the war, 
was able to stand against the best in in- 
ternational competition. 

It was also the year in which the Com- 
mittee of the Societe d’Encouragement de- 
cided to remove the barriers which had 
been put up for the protection of French 
breeding and to open all the great races 
to the horses of all countries. 

A racing year is ordinarily judged by 
the quality of its 3-year-olds, and we may 
express satisfaction with the results of the 
1946 season. 

The previous year had left us the con- 
viction of having a crack in Marcel Bous- 
sac’s NIRGAL, five times winner in five 
starts, but in his first start in 1946, in the 
Prix Greffulhe (2,100 meters), he was 
beaten easily by Prince Chevalier. He 
was given a long rest and did not appear 
again until the Grand Prix de Paris, in 
which, too hard pressed during the run- 
ning, he lacked the resources to finish. 
After winning the Prix Ridgway he was 
sent to seek glory across the Channel but 
failed in both the St. Leger and the King 
George VI Stakes. Apparently he needs 
shorter distances. 

His stablemate and paternal half-brother 
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GOYAMA, second in the Handicap Op- 
tional (i. e., ranked second in the French 
Free Handicap equivalent), had a bad 
crossing before the Two Thousand Guineas 
and was unable to take part in that Eng- 
lish classic.\He easily won the Prix Eugene 
Adam (2,000 meters, about 144 miles), 
and showed that he was not devoid of stam- 
ina by finishing third in the Prix Royal 
Oak (French St. Leger equivalent, 3,000 
meters). In England again, he ran strong- 
ly in the Champion Stakes, in which he 
was sacrificed for the benefit of his run- 
ning mate Coaraze. 


Prince Chevalier the Classic Colt 


On his campaign as a _ 2-year-old 
PRINCE CHEVALIER had been judged 
the equal of Goyama. In his 3-year-old 
debut he captured in brilliant fashion the 
classic Prix Greffulhe. The foreign origin 
of his sire, Prince Rose, kept him out of 
the second Poule des Produits, the Prix 
Hocquart, which Adrar won, but ‘he con- 
tested and won very brilliantly the third, 
the Prix Daru-Noailles, reserved to colts 
and fillies having a foreign origin. The 
fourth Poule des Produits, the Prix Lupin, 
fell easily to the lot of M. Boyriven’s colt, 
which now defeated the winner of the 
Poule d’Essai (Guineas equivalent), 
Pactole. 

These three extremely brilliant victories 
made Prince Chevalier the favorite for the 
Prix du Jockey Club, the French Derby 
(2,400 meters) ; he responded to the con- 


fidence of his backers by resisting to th, 
end the very menacing challenge of EL. 
seneur, becoming thus the ung uestione 
leader of his year.

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, narrow margin to the unbeaten Cara- 
calla. 

[ shall not retrace here the origins of 
the horses of which I write, but shall recall 
only that Prince Chevalier, belonging to 
the excellent *Prince Palatine-Persimmon 
branch of the St. Simon male line, little 
represented in England, excited the covet- 
ousness of the breeders of that country and 
has gone there as a stallion. 


Souverain the Stayer 


When Prince Chevalier succumbed by a 
nose to SOU VERAIN in the Grand Prix de 
Paris the latter was considered as a lucky 
outsider. His previous record was made 
up of two wins and two placings in races 
of less distance. It was necessary to see 
the style in which Souverain put down 
Prince Chevalier in the Prix Royal Oak, 
with the greatest authority although 
strongly restrained, to appreciate his re- 
markable qualities as a stayer.

It is scarcely necessary to recall the daz- 
ding demonstration of Souverain in the 
3,200 meters of the King George VI Stakes 
at Ascot: at the first word from his rider 
he literally left on the spot Bright News, 
winner of the Irish Derby, and Airborne, 
winner of the Derby and St. Leger. This 
performance strikingly demonstrated the 
great resources of the grandson of Massine 
which has the best chance of repeating in 
1947 the victory of his grandsire in the 
Ascot Gold Cup. 


Sayani the Miler 


The season’s most surprising upset was 
when SAYANI was beaten in the Poule 
(Essai des Poulains, the French Two 
Thousand Guineas equivalent. After a 
successful career at two he showed himself, 
in his first two starts of the season, as a 
sprinter of the first order, and there was 
no explaining this defeat. 

Sayani later took a brilliant part in the 
meeting at Ascot, in England. Crushed 
by weight he could only take fourth place 
in the Royal Hunt Cup, but he won the 
Jersey Stakes, in which he was equally

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d’Essai. Then he returned to England, 
where, after having scored two easy vic- 
tories in the Godolphin Plate and the 
Select Stakes, he set up a record by carry- , 
ing off the Cambridgeshire Stakes under 
130 pounds. The previous record be- 
longed to the American colt Foxhall, which 
won under 126 pounds; *Epinard had run 
aground under 128. This sensational per- 
formance indicates for Sayani—which is 
a product of English breeding, though bred 
in France (by Count Francois de Brignac) 
—a magnificent career at four years old at 
the middle distances. 


The Others 


The year 1946 revealed the quality of 
several other colts of very good class, 
among which I shall recall briefly the best 
performances. ELSENEUR, winner of the 
Grand Prix du Printemps, finished a neck 
behind Prince Chevalier in the Prix du 
Jockey Club, and fourth in the King 
George VI Stakes, a head behind Airborne. 
PACTOLE was the lucky winner of the 
Poule d’Essai des Poulains. VANDALE 
captured the important Prix du Conseil 
Municipal and several other races. YONG 
LO, second in the Conseil Municipal, had 
previously gone from success to success. 
FELIX took the Jockey Club Cup in Eng- 
land, and QUATRAIN the Derby at 
Ostende. 


3-Year-Old Fillies 


The .best filly of her year at two, 
*TOURMENTE (now at Walter P. Chrys- 
ler’s North Wales Stud in Virginia), was 
unable to carry on at three. The victory 


of REAL in the Poule d’Essai des Poul- 
iches, the French One Thousand Guineas, 
was a lucky score, unverified later; 
CUADRILLA and PASTOURELLE, other 
contenders for classic honors, went into 
an eclipse of form at an opportune mo- 
ment.

This is not to reflect upon the merit of 
PIRETTE, champion of her generation, 
which, third in our first classic, carried off 
the Prix de Diane (our Oaks) and the Prix 
Vermeille, a return race in which she was 
penalized six pounds. But it was most 
especially in her finishing third in the 
Grand Prix de Paris and the Prix de l’Are 
de Triomphe that she showed herself 
able to oppose the best colts of her own 
age and older. 

CUADRILLA, carrying off two races of 
1,600 meters at a canter, finishing twice 
behind Sayani, outrunning in England 
Melia and the winner of the Two Thous- 
and Guineas Happy Knight, gave evidence 
of very good class which offers the expec- 
tation of further success. As for Pastou- 
relle, which finished once within a head 
of Pirette, she showed more stamina than 
Cuadrilla, but has ended her career on 
the courses. 

I shall cite finally the Irish filly FAIR 
EIRE, which unhappily did not confirm 
the striking form of her springtime 
performances.

Among other items of interest in Sun- 
day’s papers was the fact that Judge W. G. 
Bramham had suspended five baseball 
players, partly on general principles and 
partly because something looked slightly 
fishy in a play-off series. Among the gen- 
eral principles, according to the story, 
was “association with known gamblers, 
betting on horse races, and other practices 
detrimental to the interests of the game.” 
The notion here is that the time has 
come when racing ought to take some ac- 
tion. Possibly when the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners 
meets at Lexington in April it might con- 
sider the problem. It isn’t that some base- 
ball players aren't honest, because many 
are. But they, and professional athletes 
generally, form a class which is more and 
more coming under public suspicion, and 
their presence does racing no good. If 
they are going to be parties to a fix in 
their own game, they will certainly be 
alive to similar possibilities in racing. The 
old saying that “you can’t touch pitch and 
not be mucked,” first attributed to Cap’n 
John Silver, holds here. Racing ought to 
try to stay above suspicion, and to bar 
groups which are of doubtful integrity. 
The integrity of the High Commissioner 
of baseball has been publicly questioned, 
though admittedly this was only in a polit- 
ical campaign, in which his opponent 
wanted to know why contractors built him 
free swimming pools. Now the thing 
seems to have penetrated as far as the 
Evangeline League, in Louisiana. Organ- 
ized baseball is probably all right, gen- 
erally, but there seem to be too many 
scandals in it for racing to feel entirely 
safe if baseball players are to hang around 
the race tracks. 
You can’t expect people to grow up on 
a system of wagering which involves bet- 
ting on or against yourself, and then put 
money in the totalizator and let it go at 
that. Racing should take a strong posi- 


tion and bar the participants of sports 
which have extra-legal gambling, and if 
jockeys are found to be associating with 
professional athletes it should be a matter 
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for Spencer Drayton’s Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Protective Bureau to investigate, and 
to report to the stewards and racing com- 
missions for proper action. There’s no 
sense in letting baseball players and their 
gambling associates corrupt racing. 


Jumping Division 


The report of the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association for 1946 is consid- 
ered very encouraging, since jumping 
horses took down purses of $852,025 last 
year, an increase of about 50 per cent over 
1945. But there were more than twice as 
many horses engaged, so the earnings per 
horse actually fell, from $2,388 in 1945 to 
$1,765 in 1946. The reason for this was, 
of course, the revival of a number of the 
hunts meetings, some of which have no 
purses at all and some only nominal ones, 
so that the average is thus brought down. 
But the returns indicate that even count- 


ing only the big tracks which have large 
purses, no one can make any money 


steeplechasing. Trainers charge from $]p 
to $12 a day in the East, and even cop. 
sidering that the steeplechasers are turne 
out a good part of the time, it is obvioys 
that even the 1945 average of $2,388 , 
head can hardly meet expenses, to gay 
nothing of the initial cost of the stock, — 

This hardly comes as news, of course 
because steeplechasing has never been q 
very profitable pursuit. But it is well 
known that flat racing has profited greatly 
from steeplechase and hunt racing, in tha 
these have drawn new owners into the 
sport and many of them have turned event. 
ually to flat racing. Consequently it seems 
only reasonable that the big tracks do al 
they can to assist this branch, both in the 
way of purses at the tracks which have 
steeplechase courses, and in a few dona 
tions to the hunt meetings. These cap 
never hope to be self-supporting—they 
rely now largely on the individual gener. 
osity of a comparatively few persons and 
some help from the United Hunts. By 
they represent a very real service to rae. 
ing. both in developing new owners of the 
right sort, and in spreading interest jp 
racing generally. It does not seem too 
much, particularly in lush times, to ask 
the major tracks to back hunt racing mod- 
erately, so that better purses can be of- 
fered. Certainly it would build good will 
far beyond the actual amount of money 
involved. 1 realize I am being generous 
with some one else’s money, but the no- 
tion is that this would be a sound, long. 
term investment rather than an outright 
gift. 


Horatius at the Bridge 


The grooms’ strike at Hialeah, and the 
subsequent temporary disposal of it, re 
calls one of the lighter moments of the 
T. R. A. meeting here in December. Last 
year the tracks agreed not to give awards, 
and one by one succumbed to pressure. 
But at the T. R. A. meeting a man turned 
up from Longacres, and learned this fact 
with pained astonishment. It seemed that 
Longacres had battled the awards stead- 
ily in 1946, fortified by the belief that the 
rest of the country was doing the same 
thing. They thought they were making 
it unanimous, and it turned out they were 
entirely alone. 

But Havre de Grace last year, and Hia- 
leah this winter, have demonstrated that 
with proper handling a strike of grooms 
or exercise boys can be broken. The 
award system is a definite abuse in racing, 
eventually to recoil on the employers of 
the grooms and exercise boys, and it is 
to be hoped the other tracks can stand 
fast.

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Longfellow and Ten Broeck: 


The Going Was Very Heavy 


It has been a long while since anything 
has given the writer more of a “jolt”—to 
drop into the vernacular—than the an- 
nouncement of the death on January 2, at 
the age of 89, of Joseph L. Holton, of 
Forks of Elkhorn, Ky. He was a grand- 
son of Captain John A. Holton, forever 
famous in our Thoroughbred history as 
the breeder and owner of Nantura, until 
upon his ‘death-bed (according to tradi- 
tion) he sold her to John Harper, who 
bred from her Longfellow, when mated 
with Leamington, and Fanny Holton, the 
dam of Ten Broeck, when bred to Lexing- 
ton. 

To the American Turfman of today, and 
indeed to the whole body of persons in- 
terested in the American Thoroughbred, 
the names of Longfellow and Ten Broeck 
come “like distant echoes of the past.” 
They have been, by a more or less indi- 
rect (and at times direct) propaganda, 
led to look back upon these horses with 
a certain superciliousness, if not almost 
contempt. While they were esteemed 
Titans in their own time, from the modern 
standpoint they are considered “not such 
a much.” 

Longfellow and Ten Broeck have been 
relegated to a position in our Turf litera- 
ture not unlike that of the George Wash- 
ington of cherry tree fame, and the rever- 
ence and respect in which they formerly 
were held has been subtly undermined and 
dissipated. 

This began with the advent of the Bruce 
Lowe Figure System and _ its insistence 
upon the doubtful (?) and deplorable (?) 
strains of blood appearing in many of the 
old American pedigrees, which Lowe com- 
pared to a burden that the true-current of 
pur sang was obliged to lift and carry 
along like so much dead wood. This led 
up, after Lowe’s death, to the Jersey Act 
of 20 years later and all the consequences 
of that nefarious piece of international 
skulduggery. 

Like many of the old American pedi- 
grees, for lack of an American stud book 
and continuous documentation. the ma- 
ternal line of Nantura, back through Quiz 
(Queen Mary) and Lady Fortune, was in- 
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By Salvator 


volved in controversy and some doubt. In 
this respect it in no wise differed, let it be 
said, from many of the old maternal lines 
(and others) in the English Stud Book. 
But it had been a great racing and pro- 
ducing line since early Colonial days and 
always esteemed among the best in Ken- 
tucky. 


Greatest Son and Grandson 


To this reputation Longfellow and Ten 
Broeck gave the crowning touch, for not 
only were they the greatest son and grand- 
son that any American broodmare had 
placed to her credit up to their own day, 
70 years ago, but they still remain so after 
all that lapse of time. For it is impossible 
to name any other pair of Thoroughbreds. 
foaled subsequently to them in this coun- 
try, the son and grandson of one mare, that 
have equaled them in performance and 
reputation. 

Longfellow, the older of the pair, foaled 


in 1867, by Leamington out of Nantura, 
started in 16 races, won 13, was second in 
two starts and once unplaced. He electri- 
fied the country by his performances as 
had no other horse since Lexington. 

Ten Broeck, by Phaeton out of Fanny 
Holton, a daughter of Nantura, foaled in 
1872, started in 28 races, won 22, was sec- 
ond in three, and third in the other three, 
and retired holding the American records 
for one, two, three, and four miles, along 
with those for 154 miles and 25¢ miles, for 
good measure. 

This series of truly prodigious achieve- 
ments was accomplished not against medi- 
ocre opponents, but in the case of Long- 
fellow against such horses as Harry Bas- 
sett, Enquirer, Preakness, Helmbold, King- 
fisher, Susan Ann, Arizona, and others. 
Ten Broeck defeated such as Aristides, 
Parole, Tom Ochiltree, King Alfonso, Vera 
Cruz, Bill Bass, Whisper, and so on. 

Their rewards were scanty, in a mone- 
tary sense. Racing was then emphatic- 
ally a sport and the richest stake on the 
calendar netted the winner less than do 
commonplace overnight events today. 
Longfellow’s earnings fell just short of 
$16,000; those of Ten Broeck, whose ca- 
reer was the more extended, totaled $27,- 
750. At the present time horses little if 
any above platers in class earn more than 
that in a single season. The calibre of a 
race horse in the days of Longfellow and 
Ten Broeck was not measured by the dol- 
lar-mark. Commercialism, in the Twen- 
tieth Century sense, had not as yet in- 
vaded the Turf. The aura which sur- 


rounded a champion was connected, al- 


... electrified the country by his performances as had no other horse since Lexington.” 
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most wholly, with equine and not financial 
values. 


The Method 


On the other hand, even the vendors of 
washing machines and mining stocks who 
are found training race horses nowadays 
would hesitate to do with them what was 
done with Longfellow and Ten Broeck. 
They were run when so unfit that it caused 
protests even at that period. Their train- 
ing was conducted upon such primitive 
methods that as one reads some of the de- 
tails that have survived, he wonders how 
either of them ever got anywhere. That 
they survived to accomplish what they did 
seems next to a miracle. 


Numerous others, as is not strange, 
failed to survive, among them Fanny Hol- 
ton, the half-sister of Longfellow and dam 
of Ten Broeck. She was, according to the 
testimony, one of the fastest of all the 
daughters of Lexington, and she also was 
one of the most mettlesome and difficult 
to control. The iron hand ruined her out- 
right—some of the things that were done 
with her, which used to be retailed in the 
Blue Grass, fairly make the hair to stand 
upright on one’s head. 

Old “Uncle John” Harper was in his 
last phase when Ten Broeck came along, 
and being gathered to his fathers, both 
that horse and Longfellow passed to his 
nephew Frank, who raced him in the tra- 
ditional Harper fashion. But whereas 
Longfellow had been awarded his laurels 
ungrudgingly, with Ten Broeck it was far 
different. A foal of the same year as the 
“little red horse,” Aristides, the rivalry 
between the two developed into one of the 
most ruthless, bitter, and ferocious that 
ever raged in the Blue Grass. 


Cult of Aristides 


Though seventy years have passed, its 
embers still smoulder there and, given but 
a bit of fanning, will blaze up hotly. It 
is only a few years since the writer re- 
ceived numerous lengthy letters from an 
aged worshipper at the shrine of Aristides, 
whose hatred of Ten Broeck was still as 
fresh and vigorous as if new-born. Its in- 
tensity, comprehensiveness, and venom, 
surviving after all that passage of time, 
instructed one in what conditions must 
have been when all Kentucky was rent by 


the feud between the partisans of the two 


horses. It may truly be said that it paused 
little short of murder. 

Longfellow, upon his retirement to the 
stud, encountered no suc! opposition as 
that which awaited Ten Broeck. From 
the first his book was filled with the choic- 
est mares of the Blue Grass and many from 
outside it. In consequence his progress as 
a sire was rapid and accompanied by gen- 
eral acclaim. He was soon up among the 
leaders and at length. in 1891, won the 
premiership, when his get earned $189,334. 
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“. .. had to fight the determined and aggressive warfare against him by the 
Aristides faction.” 


This was the largest amount credited to 
an American sire up to that time. 


Far different is the story of Ten Broeck 
as a progenitor. When he entered service 
it was under circumstances which were 
peculiarly unfortunate. That is to say, 
upon the morrow of his last race, the his- 
toric match against Mollie McCarthy, 
which had in reality nothing scandalous 
about it but was worked up into one of the 
most reverberant and maladorous alleged 
“jobs” in our Turf history, chiefly by the 
machinations of the Aristides faction. This 
race was managed throughout by the late 
Col. John W. Conley, during all his later 
life a citizen of Chicago and one of our in- 
timate and valued friends. If a more up- 
right and honorable gentleman than Col- 
onel Conley ever was connected with the 
American Turf, it has not been our fortune 
to meet him—he was probity personified. 
He related to us the story of the Ten 
Broeck—Mollie McCarthy race in its most 
intimate details, and demonstrated the 
charges of its scandalous character as be- 
ing absolute fabrications. 


Nevertheless the whole nation rung with 
them, while the public of that period, 
which was one of almost unbridled news- 
paper vituperation, was inclined to take 
them at face value. As a setting for Ten 
Broeck’s stud career their effect can be 
imagined, reinforced by the rivalry of 
Aristides, retired from the Turf the year 
previously. 


A Failure in the Stud 


Now as it chanced, no other of the emi- 
nent (upon the Turf) sons of Leamington 
proved so ghastly a failure as a sire as 
did the first Kentucky Derby winner. He 


had everything in his favor from the be. 
ginning—yet his inability to beget any. 
thing of class became one of the mys. 
teries which perplexed the breeders of his 
day ... and later days. After an exten. 
sive trial in Kentucky, with the most dis. 
appointing results, he was metaphorically 
“kicked out of the State,” and living out 
his last years to the age of 21, after having 
stood in various different states (Illinois, 
Indiana, etc.), died in Missouri in 1893, 
Upon the American Thoroughbred breed 
he may be said to have left not a trace of 
his existence save that preserved in the 
racing calendars. 

The modern impression seems to be 
that Ten Broeck was just as complete a 
failure and that a cross of his blood makes 
a pedigree declasse. 


This is a complete misapprehension. 
Ten Broeck, from the outset, had an up- 
hill fight for recognition as a sire. In the 
first place his entire stud career was spent 
standing, so to speak, in the shadow of 
Longfellow, whose popularity was eminent. 
He received the pick of the mares in the 
Nantura Stud of Frank Harper, as his get 
were in great demand. Ten Broeck got 
the left-overs and the public mares of an 
inferior grade. In addition, he had to fight 
the determined and aggressive warfare 
against him of the Aristides faction, which 
was sustained with grim tenacity. Lastly, 
he was a son of Phaeton, a horse that had 
died after making but three seasons in this 
country and before any of his get had ap- 
peared in public. That stallion (imported 
by Richard Ten Broeck) had been much 
criticized because of his fore legs, which 
were considered too light below the knee 
for a good stock horse. Though he also

Misstep is back in the picture. When he was racing he was very much in the limelight, but since then he has 
been forgotten.

What did Misstep’s get do in 1946, we wanted to know? Winners and starters? Misstep had 42 winners from 
54 starters—a percentage of 77%. Wins and starts? Misstep had more than one winner for every seven starts— 
compared with others this figure is on par with the leaders on the sire list. Misstep is still siring a high propor- 
tion of winners of a high proportion of starts. $ :

Early in 1946 one of the 3-year-olds 
rated among the likely Triple Crown con- 
tenders was the Sanford Stud  Farm’s 
Round View. The *Boswell colt won two 
allowance races at Hialeah Park in late 
January and early February, then beat 
Wee Admiral, the Canadian-owned Derby 
hope, in the Flamingo Stakes. This es- 
tablished him as one of the foremost bid- 
ders for divisional honors, but misfortune 
deprived him of further opportunity when 
in April he fractured a bone in his near 
fore leg in the Wood Memorial, and it 
was not until October that he was ready 
for action again. 

In a brief fall campaign to test his fit- 
ness for racing he was unplaced once to 
First Fiddle, but won two races, including 
a victory over the gray horse, and finished 
second by. half a length to Polynesian in 
the Riggs Handicap. 

During his sporadic career he earned 
the reputation of being a tough horse to 
beat in a close race, and most of his vic- 
tories had resulted from his outgaming 
the opposition. In the Royal Palm Handi- 


cap, carrying top weight of 126 pounds, 
he was under pressure throughout the 
mile and a furlong, but won by half a 
length over War Watch. after Bel Reigh, 
Zax, and *Respingo had fought him to the 
shadow of the wire. His fractional times 
were :2235, :46. 1:10°5 (faster than most 
sprinters have been running six furlongs 
at Hialeah this winter), 1:37, 1:5015. 

Louis Hildebrandt, who had ridden him 
in the Flamingo Stakes and all his other 
races last year, again was in the saddle. 
Round View’s next essay was to be in the 
Bougainville Handicap, at 1,°; miles, over 
the turf on February 1. He also is eligible 
to the McLennan and Widener Handicaps 
and the Santa Anita Handicap.

Care of the Navel Cord of the Foal 


Disinfection, If Necessary, Should Be Performed Carefully; 


Tying of Cord 


The foal is born with the mare recum- 
bent. During the process of birth the em- 
bryonic membranes rupt&re, allowing the 
foal to pass out of them. Often the foal 
rotates during its birth, twisting the cord 
that binds it to these membranes. How- 
ever, in the foal this act is of no conse- 
quence. Providing the foal was not in- 
fected “in utero,” the cord as well as the 
foal is sterile at birth. 

The cord itself is made of a skin-like 
membrane called the amnion, and within 
this are blood vessels and ducts—one be- 
ing the urachus through which the foal 
voids urine during its prenatal existence. 
The space between the ducts and vessels is 
filled with connective tissue and a sub- 
stance called Whartonian jelly. 

After the foal is born, the dam, if rest- 
less or frightened, will get up immediately 
and turn to lick the foal. In doing so she 
may rupture the cord about an inch and 
ahalf from the umbilicus at a spot readily 
discernible, as a section of hairless skin 
which blends here with the soft navel cord. 
It is most usual, however. for the mare to 
lie quietly and rest from her ordeal as the 
foal gains in strength and initiative. It 
will soon begin to scramble to its feet and 
in the process will tear itself free in the 
same violent stretching that would have 
occurred if the mare had risen. 


Rupiuring of Cord is Natural 


This stretching and rupturing of the 
cord is physiologically sound, and should 
it become necessary to rupture the cord of 
a foal the process should be imitated. The 
tuptured arteries and the urachus will re- 
coil within the abdomen. Under ordinary 
conditions where there is no skilled help 
available, or where the foal is born at pas- 
ture or in a clean stall used only by that 
mare, there is little need to disinfect the 
stump or to render further care. The stump 
will desiccate and disappear in a short 
time, 

In larger nurseries where there is more 
possibility of the cross-infection of mares 
and foals and where the foaling barn (a 
barn to which foaling mares are brought 
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Not Advisable 


only for delivery of the foal) is likely to 
be used by many mares, further precau- 
tions must be taken. Here it is well to 
have someone who understands cleanliness 


and the principles of disinfection to dis- 
infect the stump. Tincture of iodine on 
a swab is most commonly used. A swab 
of sterile cotton saturated with tincture of 
iodine is placed around the stump and 
held there about a minute. Because grooms 
were so apt to be careless and handle the 
stump with their hands (instead of the 
swab) and because iodine has a tendency 
to blister tender skin, some veterinarians 
engaged in equine practice have given up 
this idea and now have the stump sprayed 
several times with an atomizer containing 
some milder disinfectant of their choice. 


Small Danger of Hemorrhage 


The navel of the foal ought not to be 
tied and divided, as is the common ob- 
stetrical practice in the human. Only for 
very special reasons, and upon the advice 
of the attending veterinarian, should this

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be done. The reason for tying the um- 
hilical cord of the human baby is to ar- 
rest hemorrhage. There is little danger 
of hemorrhage from the ruptured cord in 
a healthy foal. No such a case has been 
reported, 
There are some who believe that by ty- 
ing the cord, infection may be prevented, 
but the conception of bacterial invasions is 
not well understood by such people. One 
may as well try to keep rabbits from the 
orchard with a strand of barbed wire. The 
physiologic retraction of the vessels and 
the drainage of the stump are the most fa- 
vorable conditions for healing. and tying 
vitiates these natural processes. 
The stump of the cord should dry up 
very quickly. A soft, mushy stump any- 
time after 24 hours is indicative of infec- 
tion. When this condition occurs within 
the first few days of life the cause is pre- 
natal infection. When it occurs after a 
week it may be prenatal or it may be an 
acquired infection. In either case it is a 
serious matter and the sooner treated the 
better. By the time this condition is rec- 
ognized it has become generalized, that is 
the trouble is not at the umbilicus but far -

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Steeplechasing 
Gains in Heft 


Though steeplechasing and hunt racing 
were greatly curtailed during the war. 
they gained phenomenally during 1946, 
the first full year of racing in some time, 
according to the annual report of the Na- 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Association. 
A purse distribution of $852,025 at race 
tracks and amateur meetings set an all- 
time record, and was an increase of 69 per 
cent over 1945. Substantial gains were 
made in the number of races, number of 


owners, and number of horses. In 1946, 
244 races were run as compared with 138 
the preceding year, and 258 owners raced 
126 horses, against 125 owners and 211 
horses in 1945. 

Most important development of the year, 
the association stated, was the revival of 
hunt racing. Some of the pre-war meet- 
ings still were missing, and others oper- 
ated on a curtailed basis, but the 14 meet- 
ings held in 1946 represented an encour- 
aging gain over the three scheduled in 
1945. Part of the comeback scored by 
amateur meetings resulted from financial 
assistance given by the hunts association, 
which contributed about $32,000 to 11 of 
the 14 meetings. Some of the money was 
used for purses, part went for rebuilding 
courses which had not been used during 
the war.

Illinois Tax 


Is Upheld 


CHICAGO 


Last November, Illinois voters approved 
a $385,000,000 bond issue to pay bonuses 
to the State’s 950,000 veterans of World 
War II. The measure included a provision 
increasing the State tax on Thoroughbred 
racing from 2 per cent to 6 per cent for 
the next 25 years to help finance the bonus. 
Last week the Illinois Supreme Court up- 
held the validity of the bonus program, 
which also includes a boost in the State 
cigarette tax from two cents to three cents. 

The court held that there was nothing 
deceptive or misleading about the lan- 
guage of the referendum, that the legisla- 
ture and the people had the power and- 
right to discriminate between Thorough- 
bred racing and harness racing in taxing 
one and not the other for purposes of the 
bonus. 

The Illinois “take” hereafter will be 13 
per cent plus breakage (6 per cent to the 
state, 7 per cent to the tracks, the break- 
age being divided on a 50-50 basis).

Open for Examination 


Last week they took the top from the 
barrel and let the public peek in.

Percentage Basis Suggested 


There has been a suggestion that if the 
new association desires better purses— 
and no doubt it does—then why not take 
the betting figures of last year, or over a 
period of years, work out the percentage of 
the betting to be set aside for purses, and 
let the purses fluctuate with the tide of 
support given by the public? In that way 
both the track operators and the horse 
owners would benefit by strong public 
support, and both would suffer should the 
public support drop off. 

At any rate the coming Ontario racing 
season looms up as one containing a few 
storm clouds. They could be brushed 
aside by sound and sensible talks, but in 
the past the getting together of the two 
sides has not been easy. There is no rea- 
son to assume that it will be any easier 
now unless a Moses can be found to lead 
both elements to the smooth waters of 


common sense. 


There has been none-tov-clean 
linen hanging on the line for some years, 

id there doesn’t appear to have been any 
washing of it to bring about a fresh start 
on conferences free of personal and petty 
differences. If there has been such a wash, 
and the horsemen and the tracks can work 


together for the common cause, then so 
much the better. 


The Usual Two Sides 


There is a place for a horsemen’s asso- 
ciation in Ontario racing, but only if it is 
an organization that will fight for the 
rights of owners and at the same time de- 
fend the rights of the track operator. After 
all, the ills are not all on the one side, 


though certain interests would seem to 
try to point out that they are. 


Perhaps the tracks can give more in 
purse money than they have, perhaps they 
can provide better accommodation for the 
stabling areas and perhaps there are some 
race conditions that.might be changed. 
But on the other hand there are owners 
who think only of themselves and not for 
the over-all good of the game. They take 
track privileges as a matter of course and 
think it is something that is coming to 
them. But if asked to reciprocate they 
howl of persecution. 


The Little Fellows 


It looks at this early stage as if the new 
association will go, will make progress, 
and will do good. The last association 
failed because the pillars had personal 
axes to grind and forgot all about the lit- 
tle fellows while seeking to settle their 
own differences. 

Reverse the procedure, look after the 
little fellow first, and the benefits to the 
bigger fellow will follow in the natural 
turn of events. Too long in these organ- 
izations they have put the cart before the 
horse. Put the horse first and the cart 
will follow in easy fashion, if the driver 
steers a fair and true course. If he devi- 
ates for personal gain there will be pit- 
falls, and rot will set in.

BREEDING BUREAU REPORT 


A need for stallions and mares at the 
Lookover Stallion Station in the Genesee 
Valley of New York was noted in the sta- 
tion’s 41st annual report, tendered The 
Jockey Club, under whose auspices the 
station is operated as a breeding bureau. 

A total of 140 mares were bred last 
year to the seven stallions owned by the 
station. This was an increase of 21 mares 
over 1945. Most of the mares were cov-

Blackout, owned and exhibited 
by Thomas H. Clements, also won the class 
for 3-year-old Thoroughbreds, the open 
class for 3-year-olds, and the Jockey Club 
Trophy for the best developed and _ best 
shown 3-year-old.

When a man has had such colts through 
his hands and won the greatest races with 
them as the late Mr. Peter Purcell Gilpin 
did with Spearmint, Comrade, Delunay, 
and many others, it would be idle to say 
that he excelled more as a trainer of fil- 
lies; yet Mr. Gilpin’s early reputation can 
be said to have been founded on fillies. 

Some years before the incomparable 
Pretty Polly came into his hands he had 
three, Waterhen, Sirenia and Clarehaven, 
and they gave his career as a trainer in 
England a magnificent send-off and him- 
self memories to be cherished. 


Gallinule’s Daughters 


It is doubtful if there have ever been 
two better fillies racing in Ireland at the 
same time than Waterhen and Sirenia, the 
latter the greater, both on the race course 
and at the stud. Both were by Gallinule 
and both were owned by Col. Arthur Page, 
then quartered in Ireland. Waterhen made

her first appearance in 1895 and Sirenia 
in 1896. The former’s first race was at 
Leopardstown in June, when she won the 
Summer 2-Y-O. Plate, and on the same 
course later she won the Londonderry 
Plate. In three other efforts her best was 
a second in the Turf Club Plate at the 
Curragh. 


She began as a 3-year-old by winning 
the Summer Handicap at Leopardstown, 
then the Visitors’ Plate on the same course 
in August, and the Londonderry Plate at 
the Curragh October meeting. An adven- 
ture in England in.the Liverpool Autumn 
Cup brought no return. 


Waterhen opened her third season by 
winning the April Stakes at the Curragh 
and then ran unplaced in the Wokingham 
at Ascot. That was not her distance, as 
she showed later in the year when she won 
one of the chief back-end handicaps in 
England, the Derby Cup. At five she had 
shed some of her form and ran three times 
unplaced, but at six she won the Drayton 
Handicap at Goodwood by a short head 
and then the Prince of Wales Plate at 
Kempton by a neck. These were her two 
successes in eleven runs in her fifth season. 

She was a very good—without being a 
great filly—but all the time Mr. Gilpin 
had in his yard a far better one in the 
younger Sirenia, by Gallinule out of Con- 
cussion, dam also of Hammerkop and

At the end of her first season, Mr. Gil- 
pin took Sirenia and Waterhen—and, the 
rest of his horses—to England, and Col- 
onel Paget having retired from racing, the 
two fillies became the property of Mr. 
Ludwig Neumann. Sirenia’s first race at 
three was in England—unplaced in a 
Biennial at Ascot, but four months later. 
she won the Duke of York Stakes at Kemp- 
ton from two other Irish horses, Mr. J. H. 
H. Peard’s Merry Methodist and Gazeteer. 
Given a run not long after in the Derby 
Cup. she was unplaced. Her third season 
was not so good, for she was unplaced in 
the Jubilee. the Royal Hunt Cup, the old 
Cambridgeshire and the Derby, but she 
beat Clarehaven in the Midland Counties 
Handicap at Birmingham, and in the last 
week of the season won the Lancashire 
Handicap by a short head. 


Demanded an Inquiry 

At five years old Sirenia was brilliant. 
With 120 pounds she won the Jubilee from 
Merry Methodist and the famous Royal 
Flush, and on the same course later in the 
year she won the October Handicap. 
Fourth in the Cambridgeshire to Berrill 
and Codoman, she went to Liverpool for 
the Cup, where she fell. Mr. Gilpin de- 
manded an inquiry into the circumstances, 
and the Stewards decided that that was 
due to her jockey, Halsey, “trying to take 
the rails when not entitled.” 

Sirenia’s descendants have kept her 
memory very green. But perhaps the best 
turn Sirenia ever did her owner and trainer 
was when she beat Clarehaven at Birming- 
ham. That drew Mr. Gilpin’s private at- 
tention to the circumstances that the sec- 
ond was a good deal more than useful. 
Clarehaven had come from Ireland. where 
she had been bred in Cork by Captain 
Murray and belonged to a gambling owner 
from South Africa, who raced as “Mr. D. 
Seymour”—the late James McKenna 
bought him some good horses in Ireland. 
Mr. Gilpin kept an eye on Clarehaven, and. 
after she had been beaten in the Epsom 
Cup. he bought her for Mr. Neumann be- 
tween Epsom and Ascot. He ran her in 
the Ellesmere Stakes at the first July meet- 
ing at Newmarket. where she was beaten. 

When she had been examined for the 
purposes of the sale, the veterinary sur- 
geon noted that Clarehaven had been “sore 
on her feet.” In consequence of some 
comment, Mr. Gilpin asked the Stewards 
to enquire into her running at Newmarket. 
They said that, in view of the veterinary 
surgeon’s comment, they considered that 
she should not have been started again so 
soon, but they exonerated Mr. Gilpin “from 
any intentional wrong doing.” Clare- 
haven did not run again until October 
when she won the Cesarewitch by six 
lengths and started nearly favorite.

The Role of Blue Grass 


On Horse Breeding Farms. 


In the limestone regions of the United 
States—the lower Shenandoah Valley of 
Virginia. the Middle Basin of Tennessee, 
the “Bluegrass” region of Kentucky— 
there exists a group of medicine men who 
proclaim the doctrine that good horses can 
only be raised on bluegrass. In fact they 
go further and say that the kind of blue- 
srass which will grow Thoroughbreds can 
be found only in these sections. 

In spite of the exalted position of these 
high priests of the bluegrass, you must 
admit that this claim includes quite a bit 
of territory. For instance, with and with- 
out the Jersey Act, there have been some 
pretty fair horses’ raised in England and 
Ireland, to say nothing of Normandy and 
northern Italy, on pastures most of which 
contain only a small proportion of blue- 
grass. 

*Beau Pere seems to be doing all right 
for himself in California, and the gentle- 
men from Texas would probably be willing 
to add a word or two about Assault and 
Stymie. 

Why all the excitement about poa pra- 
tensis anyway? There is nothing rare 
about it. Although it is not native to this 
country (coming originally from Asia) it 
flourishes everywhere that grass can be 
grown, and though most of the owners 
don’t know it. makes up the major portion 
of the front lawns of the country. Con- 
sidering how widely it is used there must 
be something to it—and there is. 


A Dense, Tough Sod 


Bluegrass makes the densest, toughest 
sod of any of our pasture grasses. That 
aspect of it, entirely apart from its feed- 
ing value, makes it important to horsemen. 
You can turn horses out on well estab- 
lished bluegrass sod. no matter how soft 
or how hard the ground may be, and feel 
sure of perfect footing on which colts can 
gallop without fear of injury to themselves 
or to the ground. They may cut it up a 
bit in winter. but by May the slices and 
holes will all have disappeared and the 
sod will be as level as ever. 

As a feed there is no question that blue- 
grass is one of the most valuable pasture

grasses we have. 
heavy producer. A good bluegrass sward 
will produce about 880 pounds of dry 
matter per acre in a normal season, some- 
thing less than half a ton. That is not a 
whole lot of feed compared with the ton- 
and-a-half of mixed hay or the three to 
four tons of alfalfa that the same kind of 
land will yield in a season. 


It is not. however. a very 


The Growth Cycle 


One of the reasons for this low yield is 
the growth habits of bluegrass. From the 
advent of spring until the first really warm 
weather, bluegrass makes a _ moderate 


growth that gives horses their first bite of 
green, and for that reason does them a 
world of good, but it does not provide 
much feed. 

From about May 15 to July 1, it comes 
with such a rush that the amount of stock 
that can be carried on a year around 
basis can hardly cope with it. But when hot 


weather sets in. bluegrass becomes prac- 
tically dormant. Until fall rains and 
cooler weather come along, about the first 
of September, it makes very little growth. 
From then on until the first killing frost, 
a period which usually covers another six 
weeks, it grows at about half its spring 
speed. 

Because of this very irregular growth 
curve, bluegrass is not a high yielder. at 
least on a seasonal basis. However, since 
it forms the basis of most of the horse pas- 
ture in this country, we have to tackle the 
problem of how to increase it. 


Lime and Phosphate 


A good deal can be done on both ends 
of the growing season by proper fertiliza- 
tion. Enough lime should be spread to 
bring the Ph factor up to about 6.5. Too 
much lime can be injurious to horses—as 
certain of the farms about Lexington found 
out a few years back. Six hundred to 800 
pounds of 20 per cent superphosphate 
should be applied every four years; heavy 
applications at intervals are more efficient 
than smaller annual applications. 

With such a fertilization program, blue- 
grass will start its growth from two to 
three weeks earlier in the spring. and a 
very important period that is. The first 


spring grass is particularly important to 


foals and to foaling mares: moreover it 
looks awfully good to the man who has 
been watching his supply of feed get lower 
and lower. Fertilization will also add 
another two weeks or so to the fall growth 
of bluegrass. 

The reason bluegrass is likely to become 
dormant in July and August is that it will

not grow when the soil temperature is 
above 80 degrees. This is true if the 
weather is dry or if there is an aboundance 
of rain. In a later article we shall con- 
sider how soil temperatures can be lowered 
and the yield of bluegrass increased by 
growing it in combination with legumes— 
a practice which can multiply the produc- 
tion of a given piece of pasture as much 
as five times. 


Valyable in Winter 


Before leaving the subject of bluegrass, 
however, we should note that it has con- 
siderable value as winter pasture or, if 
you prefer, as winter hay. Many good 
horsemen keep their stock off one or two 
fields in the fall and allow the grass to 
grow to a height of four or five inches. 
After the other pastures have been eaten 
down, the horses are turned in on this long 
grass, which by then is brown and dry— 


more like hay, in fact. It seems to be 
very palatable, however, for horses eat it 
readily and do well on it. 


Investigations of Mold 


There is always the question, when this 
practice is followed, as to whether mold 
may develop underneath the matted grass 
that would be injurious to horses and that 
might make mares slip their foals. The 
experiment station of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture at Beltsville, Md., is now 
making a series of tests on the effect of 
different kinds of mold on horses, the re- 
sults of which we hope to publish later in 
these columns. 

However, Prof. R. S. Hudson, of the 
Michigan State College of Agriculture, has 
made extensive tests on feeding horses 
summer grown crops, including alfalfa, 
which have been left standing until winter, 
and has never experienced any bad re- 
sults. In latitudes where it is too cold to 
grow special crops for winter pasture, 
bluegrass will make a very acceptable 
substitute.

The stable of Samuel D. Riddle ordinar- 
ily does not race during the winter, but 
this year the gold and black colors are 
in action at Hialeah Park. Presence of 
the Riddle horses and of their trainer, 
Charlie Gribbin, was emphasized at Hia- 
leah on January 20, when Gribbin sent 
Merry Lass and The Shaker to the post 
in consecutive races, won with both horses. 

The Shaker’s next essay was in the Palm 
Beach Handicap, which he won by half a 
length in 1:2325. This was a second 
slower than Dispose’s track record, set in 
1941. but was as fast as horses have been 


running over the strip in some while. The 


Shaker’s principal rival was Air Patrol, 
which gained a short lead on the turn but 
lost it when the Riddle gelding saved 
ground on the rail. Jockey Carson Kirk 
rode strenuously to save his advantage 
and managed to hold off the Shamrock 
Stable gelding.

The Shaker was bred and raised at Harrie 
B. Scott’s Shandon Farm, at Lexington, and 
was foaled there on May 8, 1943. His sire, 
Roman, made his first season in the stud at 
Mr. Scott’s farm, and War Jitters’ foal was of 
his first crop and was owned in partnership by 
Mr. Scott and Mr. Riddle. Later on Mr. Rid- 
dle bought the other half-interest in the foal 
and kept him at the farm until the summer of 
1944, and Mr. Scott bought the mare from Mr. 
Riddle. She now is in foal to Bimelech. 

The Shaker did not race at two, but at 
three won his second start. In his total of 
13 races he has not been farther back than 
fifth. The Palm Beach Handicap was his first 
stakes victory and his second stakes placing— 
he was third to Lookout Dice and War Watch 
in the Lamplighter Handicap at Monmouth 
Park last July. He is Roman's seventh stakes 
winner, and is the fourth of his first crop.

To Be Auctioned February 27 


For the last year or so rumors had been 
recurrent that Louis B. Mayer, movie ex- 
ecutive and the outstanding Thoroughbred 
breeder and owner in California, was con- 
templating retiring from racing. No di- 
rect comment on the various stories was 
made by Mr. Mayer himself until mid- 
January of this year, when he admitted 
that he was considering withdrawing from 
the sport, partly because of ill health and 
partly because he was unable to devote 
to it the required time. 

It was no surprise, then, that on January 
25 he announced that his 61 horses in 
training would be sold by public auction at 
Santa Anita Park on February 27, and 
that plans concerning his breeding stock 
would be disclosed later. The news that 
the horses in training would be sold by 
auction disposed of rumors that the entire 
Mayer Thoroughbred holdings would be 
sold in one lot to a syndicate, though such 
negotiations actually had been in progress. 

For Humphrey S. Finney and others of 
the staff of New York’s Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany, the assignment of preparing cata- 
logues and making other arrangements for 
the auction, scheduled for Santa Anita 
Park on the eve of the big handicap, meant 
prodigious effort, but scarcely had Mr. 
Mayer announced his plans than Finney 
was busy with details of the sale. The 
catalogues, he stated, will be ready Febru- 
ary 8. The sale will be an absolute auc- 
tion, with no withdrawals and no reserve 
prices. The 61 head to be offered include 
12 older horses, nine 3-year-olds, and 40 
2-year-olds. 

In the lot will be Busher, Be Faithful, 
Honeymoon, Stepfather, Distaff, Judy-Rae, 
and the other horses whose successes have 
made Mr. Mayer the leading breeder and 
owner in California. 

Definite plans have not been made for 
the disposal of the breeding stock, includ- 
ing the very successful stallions *Beau 
Pere and *Alibhai, an estimated 70 brood- 
mares, and 43 yearlings. But under con- 
sideration are other auctions. Possibly 
the yearlings will be sold during the Holly- 
wood Park race meeting this summer, and 
the breeding stock in October. 


Mr. Mayer has intimated that he is not 


withdrawing completely from racing and 
breeding, and that he might retain some 
of the yearlings and broodmares, but no 
decision has been announced on this score.

got King Alfonso, the sire of Foxhall, 
Fonse, Joe Cotton, and many other good 
ones, the blood of Phaeton was never really 
popular with the Kentucky breeders. 


Death in a Doorway 


This series of indictments was a power- 
ful handicap against which Ten Broeck 
was obliged to strive at the stud. But he 
was overcoming them and_ establishing 
himself as a real success when one morn- 
ing in 1887, as he was being led out of his 
stall at Nantura, and being then 15, he 
threw up his head suddenly when emerg- 
ing through its low doorway and struck it 
so heavily against the cross-piece above 
that concussion of the brain ensued and 
he died in a short time, never rising from 
the spot where he fell. 

He had by this time gradually worked 
his way up to a place among the leading 
sires. The best of his get was the “horned 
horse,” Bersan, who was strongly inbred, 
being out of Sallie M., by Longfellow. 
Bersan was the leading money-winning 
3-year-old of 1885, which was a vintage 
year for that age, as it also was graced by 
Joe Cotton, Favor, Tyrant, St. Augustine, 
and a galaxy of other colts of -high class. 
He also sired the noted gelding Drake 
Carter, which after many brilliant suc- 
cesses was bought by Pierre Lorillard and 
matched against Miss Woodford, the Queen 
of the Turf. Of course she defeated him, 
but not until after a good race, while the 
next time they met, in the Great Long 
Island Stakes, he forced her to run two- 
mile heats in 3:33, 3:3114, a record that 
still stands. 

That same season, in his 4-year-old form, 
Drake Carter won the Autumn Cup, at 
Sheepshead Bay, pulling up, by eight 
lengths, in 5:24, for the three miles, a rec- 
ord that stood for many years. In the 
Grand National Handicap, at 214 miles, at 
Jerome Park, he took up top weight, 123 
pounds, and easily defeated those two 
doughty warriors Monitor and General 
Monroe. 

At Pimlico he defeated General Monroe 
and Fosteral in the Bowie Stakes, three 
miles, in a canter, by five lengths. As a 
3-year-old he won 12 races, principally 
stakes, and beat the great George Kinney 
twice, in both the Sequel and the Potomac 
Stakes. He also beat a formidable field 
of aged horses at Chicago in the Champion 
Stakes. 


A Place of Pilgrimage 


Twice Ten Broeck had the honor of 
siring both the second and third colts in 
the Kentucky Derby—in 1883 Drake Car- 
ter and Lord Raglan, in 1885 Bersan and 
Ten Booker; and, while Drake Carter had 
no chance to beat Longfellow’s great son 
Leonatus, it was the expert opinion that, 


more powerfully ridden, Bersan shoul 
have beaten Joe Cotton. 

The idea, industriously disseminated 
after the introduction of the Bruce Loy

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propaganda into this country, that our 
great old American blood-lines were dead 
wood that should be wiped out, took Ten 
Broeck for one of its targets and Longfel- 
low for another, but the latter’s success 
had been such that breeders were slow to 
discriminate against his blood. 

With Ten Broeck it was different. His 
premature death had left him more de- 
fenseless, while the other factors enumer- 
ated above were arrayed against him. The 
story that he was a failure as a sire is, 
however. far indeed from the fact. 

The old Nantura Stud at Midway is 
still a place of pilgrimage to sentimental 
horsemen visiting the Blue Grass, and 
there, until recently at least, they were 
shown the ancient and decaying stables in 
which Natura’s son and grandson were 
housed and could see for themselves the 
very doorway where Ten Broeck met his 
death. Not far afield, they might stand 
beside the gravestones of the “two noble 
kinsmen,” on a little rise of ground nearby. 

“Modernism” may attempt to read them 
out of the prepotent ancestors of our 
American Thoroughbred of today, in obedi- 
ence to an inferiority complex as shabby 
as it is discreditable. But the fact re 
mains that Ten Broeck inspired the truest 
and most spontaneously beautiful poem 
ever indited to the memory of an American 
race horse. In proof of which we are go 
ing to ask THE BLoop-Horse to print upon 
this page James Tandy Ellis’ eloquent 
and exquisite lyric which can never grow 
old nor cease to sweep the heart-strings 
of the true horse lover.

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American Blood in France: 
ASouth African Commentary 


As racing approaches a tide of international competition 
the stud book authorities of the world are concerning them- 
selves more and more with the problem of more uniform stand- 
ards of what constitutes a Thoroughbred. The article here re- 


printed is typical and revealing. 


African Sports Express. 


In the last article of this series the chief 
male lines of blood in the British Isles 
and their counterparts in this country were 
dealt with, and in due course it is proposed 
to continue the series, but meantime it 
might be interesting to examine the conten- 
tion of the great French breeder, M. Mar- 
cel Boussac. who was at the head of the 
breeders of winners in England half way 
through the present season. 

M. Boussac attributes the success of 
the French horses to the infusion of good 
American strains of blood which are bar- 
red by the English Stud Book authorities. 
There is much evidence that M. Boussac 
may be right. 

To understand the position it is neces- 
sary to know that early in the present cen- 
tury there was a great deal of anti-gamb- 
ling legislation passed in the State of New 
York and in other States as well. 

As a result of this, American breeders 
found their market lost in their native 
land. Some American breeders, seeking 
an outlet. sent their yearlings to England 
where they realized good prices. With this 
incentive more American breeders sent 
yearlings and flooded the market to such 
an extent that British breeders became 
really alarmed. 


All Points Must Be Traced 


The Stud Book authorities in Britain 
then laid down that in order for any horse 
to be registered it should trace at all points 
to animals already registered in the Gen- 
eral Stud Book. 

This enactment, which became known 
in the United States as the “Jersey Act,” 
because Lord Jersey was then the Senior 
Steward of the English Jockey Club, 
caused much heart-burning in the States, 
and does so to the present day, because

it, in effect, labeled much of their best 
blood as “half-bred.” This depressed the 
value of a big percentage of the American- 
bred horses sent to England for sale. 

During the American Civil War some of 
their official records were lost and, owing 
to the fighting in the horse-breeding coun- 
try. even local studs did not record their 
animals properly. This resulted in many 
of their “Thoroughbreds” becoming sus- 
pect because they sprang from animals 
who could not be traced back to the Brit- 
ish foundation head. 

Unfortunately for the British authori- 
ties’ point of view, a considerable number 
of animals of American descent had _al- 
ready been accepted for their Stud Book. 


Dam of a Derby Winner 


Among the mares so accepted were 
Rhoda B. and Sibola. The former became 
the dam of the Derby winner Orby and 
lives on through his many descendants, 
including the champion sprinter The Bug, 
as well as through Sir Cosmo and his son 
Panorama. In fact, the best sprinting 
blood in England traces back to this strain. 

From the One Thousand Guineas win- 
ner Sibola, who also ran second in the 
Oaks, is descended the unbeaten Italian- 
bred horse Nearco. He sired the Derby 
winner Dante and today ranks in the very 
top class as a sire in England. 

Yet another mare who gained access to 
the Stud Book was Americus Girl. and 
from her are descended the Derby winner 
and very successful sire *Mahmoud (now 
in the United States). and the consistently 
successful sire Fair Trial. 

All this means that the English Stud 
Book is full of this “impure” blood and 
their descendants are rather more than 
holding their own with horses of pure 


British blood.

This is a very imposing array and 
on a percentage basis must beat the “Pure 
Breds” out of sight. 

When the British authorities barred 
horses not tracing to their own Stud Book 
at all points, they were not followed by the 
French who accept anything in the Amer- 
ican Stud Book for their own book. It 
might be added South Africa does the 
same, otherwise horses like Marcius and 
Herald 2nd, to mention only a couple, 
would not be eligible for the South African 
Stud Book. 


(French stud book authorities barred 
further acceptance of “American” strains 
in the same year as the English, that is, 
1913. Like England, France still consid- 
ers American stfains impure, except 
through horses accepted before 1913. 
France accepts the American blood in 
English pedigrees, but England does not 
accept the American blood in French pedi- 
grees. If this sounds confusing, it is con- 
fusing.—Eb. ) 

If the bar in England included horses 
already accepted in the English Stud Book 
we would have had Asbestos 2nd barred 
because of the Rhoda B. blood through 
Orby, the sire of Orpheus. 


France has benefited greatly (as indeed 
has England) from the infusion of Amer- 
ican blood, but unlike England they are 
continuing to benefit from it. (See note 
above.—Epb.) The best blood in France 
is that of Tourbillon, whose son Caracalla 
is rated the best horse in the world today. 


South Africa is lucky to have a success- 
ful sire by Tourbillon in the shape of 
Marcius, who gets winners very consist- 
ently and whose daughters must in due 
course prove valuable brood mares. (This 
comes, we believe, through recognition of 
the French, rather than the American, 
stud book.—Eb.) 

In America there has been much wrath 
about the insult to the American Thor- 
oughbred by the English Stud Book au- 
thorities. There has even been foolish 
talk of boycotting the English Thorough- 
bred. Foolish, because if M. Marcel Bous- 
sac is right then the Americans are scor- 
ing heavily by having this blood to out- 
cross with the good English blood they 
are importing. That is perhaps why sires 


like Beau Pere, Mahmoud, Sickle, Phara-

In the past England has been able 
to rest on her laurels in the Thorough- 
bred breeding world, but if they don’t 
heed the signs—and they are many— 
they will find other parts of the world 
looking elsewhere for their best blood- 
stock. 

Many years ago Mr. William Allison, 
one of the most knowledgeable of horse- 
men, campaigned for new blood and he 
was primarily responsible for bringing to 
England Carbine, Trenton and Roi Herode 
to mention only a few. None of these 
horses Was an immediate stud success, but 
who would today deny the great influence 
they have exerted on the British Thorough- 
bred horse. 

We find Carbine in many of our best 
horses, While Trenton lives on through the 
blood of Gainsborough and Buchan. This 
means that the modern racehorse is full of 
this good Australian blood. 


Influence of Roi Herode 

Roi Herode, too, has had a mighty in- 
fluence chiefly through his marvelous son 
The Tetrarch. This blood is not carrying 
on in the male line, but it does permeate 
the English Stud Book and for its good 
too. 

If the English “Jersey Act’”—a conven- 
ient if misleading name—were fully imple- 
mented, it is doubtful if Trenton should 


ever have been admitted to the Stud Book, 
as one of his ancestors, Manto, was never 
recorded in the Stud Book. 

Just imagine if this were now to rele- 
gate him and all his descendants from the 
Stud Book. Out would go everything with 
Gainsborough or Buchan blood, and that 
would include any and everything by Hy- 
perion, Solario, Cameronian, and all the 
good ones out of Buchan mares. 


If all the impure blood that got in be- 
fore the “Jersey Act” was enacted were to

be eliminated from the General Stud Book, 
it would prove to be a very attenuated vol- 
ume and it would be shorn of many of its 
brightest stars. 

Here in South Africa we have drawn 
heavily on British blood to the very great 
advantage of our Thoroughbreds. Lately. 
however, we have seen that horses carrying 
other than British blood have been quite 


disproportionately successful. Of these, 
Asbestos 2nd, with his strain of American 
blood, Monsieur Jean, Marcius, Kipling, 
Jubie, Bishop’s Rock, Reel 2nd, Kivitjie, 
Emperor and others with strains not usual- 
ly found in England, have all done re- 
markably well. 

We also carry much British blood 
through channels not usually found in 
England and this might be the reason why 
our South African-bred mares prove such 
good broodmares. They act as good out- 
crosses for the fashionably-bred imported 
sires with which they are mated. 

One prominent South African breeder 
maintains, and with much justification, 
that the progeny of imported mares go on 
improving in this country for several gen- 
erations. A lot of proof of this can cer- 
tainly be adduced. Take only our best 
winners of the present time, such as Do- 
nate, Feltos, Bovidae. St. Pauls. Ante and 
Pinnochio, and we find their dams are im- 
provements as winner-producers to their 
imported forebears on the dams’ side. 

It would be interesting if some South 
African breeder would import a good horse 
from the United States, and preferably one 
carrying strains of their best native blood, 
such as comes through Man o’ War. who 
is rated the greatest Thoroughbred horse 
ever bred in the States. He was a very 
successful sire and some of his sons are 
carrying on his line, among them the Ken- 
tucky Derby winner War Admiral.

faster for a very short distance than the 
deer and antelope that they can catch their 
jetims. 

- I had been under the impres- 
son that the cheetah was generally re- 
garded as the fastest of all quadrupeds up 
to the limit of his staying capacity, which 
is very limited. The cheetah is a very 
long-bodied animal on short legs. Indeed, 
the photograph of the cheetah’s skeleton, 
shown in comparison with the skeleton of 
the Thoroughbred in Major General Hills’ 
hook on race horses, shows some striking 
differences: (1) the cheetah is relatively 
much higher behind; (2) the cheetah is 
relatively much longer in proportion to his 
height; (3) on the cheetah the upper bone 
of the shoulder (scapula) is much shorter, 
and the lower bone (humerus) is much 
longer than on the Thoroughbred. 

While no accurate measurements are 
available at the moment, photographs of 
quarter horses would lead one to think 
that they also are short in the scapula and 
long in the humerus, in comparison with 
Thoroughbreds. In fact, one of the strik- 
ing points characteristic of pronounced 
stayers is the long scapula running up to 
the high wither.

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dimensions, height and length, should 
provoke less difference of opinion than the 

relation between height and length. As a 
class, stayers present a narrower, lighter- 
bodied, more angular appearance, and 
horses of extreme speed and limited stam- 
ina as a class look wider and more heavily 
barreled, with bunchier muscles. 

Salvator’s discussion would seem to sup- 
port this conclusion, especially as applied 
to the type of muscling. “Any novice in 
the study of conformation has only to be- 
hold those bulging forearms and_hind- 
quarters loaded with short, bunchy, heaped 
up muscular investiture to know that any- 
thing with such a conformation will never 
get far on his way.” Were not all of the 
tall, short-bodied sprinters mentioned by 
Salvator also horses of extreme muscular 
power, strong barrel exceptional 
width? 

If this is so, perhaps the question of 
width, type of muscling, and heaviness of 
barrel is more important in determining 
the distance capacity of a Thoroughbred 
than the relation of height and length. 


If there is anything more that Salvator 
can draw from his store of learning on the 
subject, this commentator submits one 
hearty vote that he will publish it, so that 
horsemen will be in a position to read, 
mark, learn, and inwardly digest. 

Truly the curiosity of horsemen knows 
no limits.
